V advised that dog hair has been found on tne 
clothing and/or bodies of nine (9* victims* These cog hairs 
include both guard ha ire and fur hairs, with the guard hairs 
r anting in length frofi approximately one inch to three or four 
inches, and generally have a white base with a black tip. Tfr$ 
fur hairs are almost all white in color. It was'' originally felt 
that these hairs were consistent with cosing from a Siberian 
Husky, an Alaskan Kalamute, a Korwegian Elk hound/ a Keesfcond 
or a black- and silver German Shepherd. There was some brown 
coloration in some of tbe questioned hairs* 
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The Williams family have a large, ShephcrG-tVpe dog 
that was tied in the back yard of their house at 1817 Penelop* 
Pose, during the search of the house on dune 3, 19S1, This dog . 
does not appear to be s pare breed and the dog's coat has Several 
shades of brown in it* Tiair samples were obtained from the 
Williams dog and are presently being compared microscopically 
with the questioned dog hair ft previously removed frof* the victim's 
clothing and/or bodies! 

Although this dog hea more brown in its coat than 
would be expected from an examination of the questioned hairs,- 
it is certainly consistent with the general type Of large , iong- 
haired dog that was^expected to be the source of the questioned 
hairs, ft microscopical examination and comparison of these dog 
hairs has not yet been completed, 

Light violet secondary acetate fibers were removed 
from the clothir.o and/or bodies of eighteen (ISp of the victims. 
In addition, light violet acetate fibers were also recovered 
frora John Ksrold Sorter. 

These acetate fibers have been found in large numbers 
on some victims. This would indicate the acetate fibers Ci.me 
frorc a fabric composed cf spun staple yarns* which would be 
expected to shed fibers very easily. 

During the search of the WiUismses' home, s large 
bedspread was present or. the king size bed in the bedroom or' 
Wayne R. Williams. This bedspread was composed of purple acetate 
yarns and light green cotton yarns and has a fringe of long, 
cotton yarns. The acetate fibers present in this bedspread 
exhibit the same microscopic characteristics as the light violet 
acetate fibers found on many of the victims and are consistent 
with originating from this bedspread. This bedspread also appears 
to be old and worn and would be expected to shed fUjy^essily 
because of its age, as well as its con b t r u c t i on a & 
not reported finding any cotton fibers on the victims or Weir 
clothing, which could, be compared with the cotton fibers on the 
bedspread. Light color cotton fibers are very common and are 
usually of no value for significant comparison purposes. However , 
■ these light green, cotton fibers would have also been transferred 
to the victims' clothing if the clothing had come in contact 
\ with the bedspread, in question, and, accordingly, the victims' 
\ clothing will be searched for cotton fibers of this type. 
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J| IF has also examined i teres o f o 1 oth i fig obta i nod 
from the hQtfes of 20 of the victims. These items of clothing 
were qeneraliy obtained after the victims-' bodies were recovered* 
Light "violet fibers ware found on the Clothing EfOffi the hones 
of "ten of the victims. Of these ten victims where J icjht violet, 
acetate fibers wsre found oii their clothinq front their homes, 
only five (5* of the victims had light violet fibers associated 
with then-' when their fc»o<3 i e s were recovered.

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PURPOSE: To discuss work presently being conducted in the Microscopic Analysis 
Unit (MAU) of the FBI Laboratory with fibrous evidence related to the ATKID 
investigation. 

DETAILS: The MAU has in its possession four single fibers , each measuring 
approximately 1 to 2 centimeters in length , which is the evidence supplied to our 
Laboratory by the Georgia Bureau of Investigation (GBI) Laboratory. These single 
fibers are representative of fiber types found common to the clothing and/or bodies 
of more than one victim in these cases according to the GBI Laboratory and, therefore, the 
determination of the type of item that each of these fibers originated from could possibly 
be of considerable significance .

The MAU has identified and characterized these fibers and is presently initiating 
contacts with fiber manufacturers and companies that use fibers and/or yarns in their J 
finished products in an attempt to obtain additional information . A trip to the Iteseareh 
Labor atories of the D u Pont Company in Wilmington, Delaware, was made by SA 

pf the MAU on 6/1/81, to discuss these matters with several of their 
5onal similar contacts are presently being considered.

The Atlanta Office 
has been requested to review the background of the chief suspect in the case 
for names of any particular drugs or other chemicals with which he may be 
associated.
